By to the thoughtful mind it really does
w not hold a eandle to the danger of those
who go down in tho aen to ships. How-
ever, the phrase quoted was made away
ixi_nok in the days of Solomon, and it is
highly probable that they did not have
dress divers in those days,notwithsinnd-
fog his moemorablo bonst about there
being nothing now under the sun, The
modern profession of dross diving is one
al  the most romantic and best-paying
thut mén now follow, but the risks nare
suchi that it is one of the few trafles that
is not overcrowded. Thero nre nb pres-
ent about twenty or thirty divers in the
United States, the most of them for-
cignors who have drifted here from all
quarters of the glone. O the native
Americans in the busincss, says the
Washington Post there nre fow who have
had o wider exporience than Harry Ed-
whrds, who is nowin the amploy of the
'ennsylvanin  Rallrowd company, with
the prospect of neatly n year’s work be-
fore him undeor the abutments of the
Long Bridge.

The safety wvalve in the helmet ¢losed
with o eclick ns the weight of waler
rushed ngninst it and there I wus shut
up in tho dress with o few minutes’
supply of alr and entirely cut off
from  connection with the outer
world, Then enme the last desporate
stop. Taking what I think was the’
deopest breath of air that [ ever drew,
I plunged the knife Into my dress just at
the edge of the metal breast plate and
cut the canvas loose from it all the way
round, just as you wonld rip the tin foil
loose round the neck of n bottle. At the
first slit of the iknife the water rushed
into the suit like an avalauche. 1 was
tolerably well hardened to the pressure
of condensad air, but the water pressure
nt that depth was something terrible.
The suffoeating weight on my limbs and
body was like un immersion in guick-
silver, while st my hend the pain was
liko knives through my eyes and enrs,
The euttivng away of that canvas suit
conld not have taken more than a fow
soconds, but it seemed like a life-time.
The ripping of the thrends sounded like
the rattle of musketry in my ears.  But
at lust it was done and, withdrewing my
houd from the helmet, I groped my way
Lo the hole intho side of the hull, shuf-
lling my foet to keep the weights on
them.

Just when I
loat consciousness I don™ know, but
when | onme to I was laying in the bot-
om of my hoiut with the teader working
over me to bring me to.

“*My boatmen suid afterwards they
knoaw something was wiong the minute
the hose wis cut by the way the pres-
sure went down on the pumps,  For al-
most o minute and a hall they waited
wondering, when of a sudden I cume up
close to thoe bort, shooting my full lengt
out of the water. My face they said was
as Dblnck ns india robbes, and as I fall
back I started to sink straight away,
but one of the fellows jumped and caught
me. When they got me on honrd my
lips were bitten elear through.”

THE STORY OF A TRAGEDY

A Bloody Mnssacrs Stains the Early Settle-
mant of Nebraska.

FIVE CHILDREN SLAUGHTERED BY INDIANS

Terrible Revenge Vislted by the Bereaved
Father Upon the Race Which Had
Mude Him Desolnto—A Vow
Written In Hiood,

UUpon the Missouri river,in the north-
oenstern part of Cedar county, close to
the Dixon county line and nearly oppos
site. Vermillion, 5. D.,is what is known
ns “Brock’s bottom.” This isa basis
of land lying in the Missouri wvalley,
shut in upon all gides by high bluffs. A
considerable portion of the “bottom" ia
covered with a heavy growth of timber.
It runs nearly due enst and west, is nbout
six miles long, its width varying from
ono to three milos. Inconformation and
extont it resembles the description given
by travelers and historinns of the far-
famed plain of Marathon. Near the
upper end of this basis or ‘*hottom” is a
spot, which for being the scene ofn
bloody deed may yet be memorable in
poetey and song.

In the yenr 1830, according to a writer
in the Blnir Record, & young man and
his newly marcied wife satout from Par-
kersburg, in what is now called West
Virginia, to try their fortunes in the
great west. The young man had searcaly
witained his majority and his bride was
a fow yours his {unlor. They belonged
to tho middle cluds, coming from the
mountain regiona of the old dominion.
Thoy were no novices in frontier life,
Poor in worldly goods, they wera yet
rich in love and hope. The young man,
having idess of his own, had a docided
antipathy to the *‘peculiar iostitution,”
and realiy loft his native hoath that he
might renr his children upon free soil.
They sottled first at Burlington, Ia.,
then o frontier town., But liviuiz inn
wilderness bocomes n pnssion with some
men. A Boone or n Bowie, a Carson or
n Crockett could mever have thriven in
civilization,

IRiding upon the crest of the advanc-
ing wave they settled now at Fort Des
Moines, and afterwards al Sioux City,
where tho young man {now in his 40th
year) shingled the first houso in the city
of the corn paluee, Bul ndvancing civ-
ilization drove them still onward, and
in 1857 they settled in ‘*‘Hrock’s bot-
tom.” They hnd been blast with sight
children:; two of whom they had buried
in lown. By dint of toil and theift iheoy
had asccumulated a large property.
They built a comfortable home upon
this “squatter’s claim.”™ Here anothoer
son died (the first natural denth in the
county), and another was born to them,
Theirsorrow was merged in this now
joy, and futhor, mother and children

bent their united energies to the sub-
duing of the forest A happy
ba before them.

But, nlus! sorrow was in store,

In September of 1862 Abraham Lin-
coln issued the emancipation proclama-
tion. and when in the month lollowing
the president ealled for more troops
with which to suppress the rehellion
the hoart of the Virginian abolitiomst
burned within him. His second son, now
17, was deemed asullivient protector for
mother and children, and so the eldest
enlisted as a soldler. The father jolned
company I, commanded by Captaln John
Tafie (afterwards o membor ol congress),
and the company was ordered to join
Sully's regiment, which was sent to
Crow Creek, Dak.

On the 23d day of June, 1863, the
mother had gone to Yankton, Dalc., by
pony express to purchuse some of the
little luxuries that serve to mellow the
rough side of a frontiersraan’s life.
Leaving the carrier at old St James,
nenr the mouth of Petit Are (ns the
I'rench voyageurs called it), she walked
three miles through a ravine to her
home. Arriving there with a mother’s
joyful expectation, she wus nlarmed at
seeing no signs of life; no oulstretched
arms met her wuiting embrace; no lips
were upturned to receive a mother's
cherished kiss, Looking through the
window she saw an Indian lying upon
the floor.

Tall-tale marks of gore were upon the
door. But they hud not the significant
assurance which the blood of the Pas-
¢hal lamb gave to the breass of o He-
brew. As the terrible truth flashed
upon her bewildered brain she was
seized with the frenzy of despair. She
rushed to the other eide of the house,
Thereluy onoof her children, a boy of
8 years, stark and stif—shot to death.
Wild with grief, lear and [renzy, the
poor woman fled back through the ra-
vise to old St James and told the
dreadful story. It was now nightfull,
and no one dared to move till daybreak.
What a night thut must have been to
that fond mother.

On the morrow the small baond of set-
tlors at old St. James took a circuitous
rotte on the open prairie Lo the sceune of
tiie massaore, Three of the five chil-
dren were dead. The two others were
vet nlive. “T'he eldest, a boy of 17 years,
ay upon the tloor, his skull crushed aod
both wrms  broken, His hands still
clutehed his vifle, with barrels empty.
The bruve boy had pershed in s hand-
to-hand struggle to protect the honor of
his sister from savage infamy. The sis-
ter, yet living, had beon mutilated in a
muanner which forb.ds detail.

The poor girl livea for live days, but
naver spoke. The second boy, o lad of
18, had been stubbed todenth, Another
boy of B years, lying outside the door,
had been seen by his mother, But the
snddest of all was the sight of *mamma’s
dorling,” a little fellow of five summers,
umrta!ﬁ_\' wounded. *“Indians scared
me, mamma:’”’ wus all he could say. He
died in three days, The victlms of this
crpel sirughter were buried in a singie
grave nenr tho mouth of Petit Are

[n less than two woeeks (news truveled
slowly then) the gad news roached the
futbar, 200 miles away. Mounting his
horse without refreshments, he set out
upon his dismal journey. On he rode,
might and day, with the energy ol mad-
ness ond despair,  Arriving st Brock’s
bottown,"” Hansom Wisaman entered the
nouse—his home no more.

On Mureh 28, following, Mrs. Wise-
muan wis again n mother. This child,
now & young mun of 20 yeurs, Is n help-
less eripple, the result of his mother's
terrible siiliction. Mes. Wiseman now
lives a haart-broken old woman. Her
husband vainly sought, by every means
in his power, to comfort her, He took
her to the east, ot o lprge expense seak-
ing to rejuvensto the aflicled mother
In the scones of hor childnood, But
*‘the hesrt of Rachel, for her children
orying; will not be comforted. "’

Above the grave of his slaughtered
children Hanson Wiseman swore n ters
rible outh of vengeance, How well the
oath hus been kept ls s secret botween
him and hils God. Bub this Is certaing
for over twenty years none of the vaga-
bond bands of lndisos could be induced
to eatar “Brook’s botom.” To the red
man it ia the valley of the shadow of
death. Atthetime the Winnebagoes were
woved down the river, several cances
wore emptied of thelr livieg freight in

Sming tho soene of Tha Wiseman mur-
or, Some mystar pecson hot them
from the “hoavy ti v ulong the river,
But o short time r:_lﬂﬁo the sottlers in
that neighborhvod were shocked by the
discovery of seversl' skeletons buried
near the " Wisemaneiaim.” They were
the bones of aborigiuds

Hanson Wiseman aought to oblain in-
demnity from the 'Wovernmont for the
destruction of his property by the In-
disns.
